to Abe Ruef that famous writ of .error, the relations between those conducting the prosecution and 
the judge have been . exceedingly strained, and the swearing out of the warrant this morning comes 
as a climax to weeks of harbored ill-feeling. Judge Hebbard, in his wrath, threatened not only to send 
Francis J. Heney to San Quentin, but also states that he will bring suit against the San Fran- 
cisco dailies that today published the speech delivered by Heney at Stanford yesterday, in which 
the terror of the grafters denounced Judge Hebbard and accused him of crookedness on the bench. 


"I will land Heney in prison if it takes my entire fortune and the rest of my alloted life," said 


Judge Hebbard to a reporter of the TRIBUNE this morning. "No man can denounce me or accuse 
me of being crooked and escape. He has slandered me in the clubs of the city and has attempted

COMING DHMIGHATION. 


"For half a century after we be- 
came a separate nation 
there was 
comparatively little 
immigration to 
this country. 
Then 
the 
tide 'once 
again set hither, and has .flowed in 
ever-increasing size until in each of 
the last three years a greater number 
of people came to these' shores than 
had landed on them during the entire 
colonial period. 
Generation by gen- 
eration these people have been ab- 
sorbed into the national life. Generally 
their sons, almost always their grand- 
sons, are indistinguishable from one 
another and from their fellow-AmeTi- 
cans descended 
from 
the 
colonial 
stock. For all alike the problems of 
our existence are fundamentally 
the 


same, and- for all alike these prob- 
lems cha'nge from generation to gen- 
eration. 
"In the colonial period, and for at 


least a century after 
its 
close, the 
conquest of the continent, the expan- 
sion of our people westward, to the 
Alleghenies, then to the Mississippi, 
then to the Pacific, was always one of 
the most Important, in our national 
life. 
Behind the first settlers the 


conditions grew easier, and in the old- 
er-settled regions of all the colonies 
life speedily assumed much of com- 
fort and something of luxury; and 
though generally it was . on a much 
more democratic basis than life In 
the Old World, it was by no means 
democratic when Judged by our mod- 
ern standards; and here ajid there, as 
in the tide-water regions of Virginia, 
a genuine aristocracy grew and flour- 
ished. 
But the men who. first broke

in the 
virgin ' wilderness, 


.whether on the Atlantic coast,. or in 
the interior, fought hard for mere life. 
In the early stages the frontiersmen 
had to do battle with the savage, and 
when the savage was vanquished there 
remained the harder strain of war 
with the hostile forces of soil and 
climate, with flood, fever, and fam- 
ine. 
There was sickness, and bitter 
weather; there were no roads; therei 
was a complete lack of all but the 
very roughest and most absolute nec- 
essaries.

"In industrial matters our enormous 
prosperity has brought with it certain 
' grave evils. It is our duty to try to cut 
out these evils without at the siune time 
destroying1 our well-being itself. This Is 
an era of ^combination alike in the world 
of capital and in the world of labor. 
Each kind of combination can do g^ood, 
and yet each, however powerful, must be 
opposed when it does ill. At tlie moment 
the greatest problem before us is how to 


, exercise such control over the business 
j use of vast wealth, individual, but 
es- 
pecially corporate, as will insure its not 
being used against the interest of the 
public, while yet permitting1 such ample 
legitimate profits as will encourage in- 
dividual initiative. It is our business to 
put a stop to abuses and to prevent their 
recurrence, without showing a spirit of 
mere vindictlveness for what has been 
done In the past. In John- Morley's bril- 
liant sketcli of Burke he lays especial 
stress upon the fact that Burke more 
than ahn&st any other thinker or poli- 
tician of his time realized the profound 
lesson that in politics we are concerned 
riot wtth barren rights but with duties; 
not with abstract truth, but with prac- 
'tical morality. He especially eulogizes 
tlie way in which in his ef/irts/for eco- 
nomic reform. Burke combined unshak- 
able resolution In pressing the reform 
with a profound tecnperateness of spirit 
which made him, while\ bent on the ex- 
tirpation of the evil system, refuse to 
cherish an unreasonable and vindictive 
111 will toward the men who had benefited 
by it. Said Burke, 'If r cannot reform 
with equity, I will not reform at all. * 
(There Is) a state to preserve as w 
as a state to reform/ 


EXACT SPIRIT. 


"This Is the exact spirit in which, this 
country should move to the reform of 
abuses of corporate wealth. The wrong- 
doer, the man who swindles and cheats, 
whether on a big scale or a little one, 
shall receive at our hands mercy as 
scant as if he committed crimes of vio- 
lence or brutality. 
We are unalterably 
determined to prevent wrong-doing1 In the 
future; we have no Intention or trying to 
wreak such a.n Indiscriminate vengeance 
for wrongs done in the past as would 
confound the innocent with the guilty. 
Our purpose Is to build up rather than 
to tear down. 
We show ourselves the 
truest friends of property when we make 
It evident that we will not tolerate the 
abuses of property. We are steadily bent 
on preserving the institution of .private 
property; we combat 
every 
tendency 
toward reducing -tne people to economic 
servitude; and we care not whether the 
tendency is due to a sinister agitation, 
directed against all property, or whether 
it is due to the actions of those mem- 
bers of the predatory classes whose anti- 
social power is immeasurably increased 
because of the fact that they possess 
wealth. 


NEW PROBLEMS. 


"Above all," we Insist that Wh!I« facing 
changed, conditions and new problems, 
me must face them, in the spirit which 
rur 
forefathers 
showed 
when 
they 
founded and preserved this republic. Th-e 
cornerstone of the republic, lies in our 
treating each man on his worth as a 
man, paying no heed to his creed, his 
birthplace, or his occupation, asking not 
whether he Is rich or poor, whether he 
labors ' with head or hand; askin'g only 
whether he acts decently and honorably 
In th-e various relations 
of his life, 
whether he behaves well to his family, 
to his neighbors, to the- State. W-e base 
our regard for each man on the essen- 
tials and not the accidents. 
"We judge 
him not by his profession, but by his 
deeds; by his conduct, not by what he 
has acquired of this world's goods. Other 
republics have fallen, because the citi- 
zens gradually grew to consider the in- 
terests of a class before th-e interests of 
the whole; for when such was the case 
It mattered little whether It was the 
poor who plundered the rich- or the rich 
who exploited the poor; in either event 
the end of the republic was at hand. 
We are resolute in our purpose not to 
fall into such a pit. This gpeat repub- 
lic of ours shall never become the gov- 
ernment of a pleutocracy, and It shall 
never become the government of a mob. 
God willing, it shall remain what our 
fathers who founded It meant it to be 
—a government in which each man stands 
on his worth as a man, where each is 
given the largest personal liberty con- 
sistent with securing the well-being of 
the wholft, and where, so far as in us 
lies, we strive continually to secure for 
each man such equality of opportunltv 
that In the strife of life he may have a 
fair chance to show the stuff that Ls in 
him. We are proud, of our schools and 
of the trained intelligence they give oiir 
children the opportunity to acquire. But 
what we care for most Is the character 
of the average.man: for we believe that 
if the average of character' in the Indi- 
vidual citizen is sufficiently high, if he 
possesses those qualities which make him 
worthy of respect In'"his family life and 
In his work outside, as well as the quali- 
ties which flt him for success In the hard 
struggle of actual existence—that If such 
is the character of our Individual citizen- 
ship, there Is literally no height of tri- 
umph unattainable In this vast experi- 
ment of government by, of, and for a 
free people."

The conspiracy to kidnap and murder P. H. McCarthy, president 


of the San Francisco Building Trades Council, reads like a chapter 
from Sherlock Holmes. Its ground plan appears to have been bor- 
rowed from "A Study in Scarlet," "The Sign of the Four," or "The 
Redheaded League." 
The lonely house in the sand dunes, the 


loaded revolver in the bureau drawer, the bottle of chloroform, the 
sponge and the rope are all highly effective stage properties, in a 
stirring melodrama. Bringing an automobile into this gruesome plot 
lends the touch of modernity that 'gives color to all the mysteries 
of Conan Doyle. Nothing quite so horrifying has been disclosed to 
the public hereabout since Chris. Buckley's astute lambs on the San 
Francisco detectiv.e force found Dr. O'DonneH's wash in a Chinese 
laundry, at a time when the doctor was dividing his valuable time 
between relieving imprudent females in distress and declaiming from 
the sand lots that the Chinese must go. It is asserted that more 
than half the plots against the life of Napoleon I were instigated 
by Fouche, the minister of police, who desired to prove his vigilance 
on one hand and to engage the minds of the populace against the 
enemies of his master on the other. McCarthy seems to have dis- 
covered the possibilities of a plot against his life at a time when faith 
in his disinterestedness as a labor leader is sadly in need of bolster- 
ing. 
The mock tragedy in the sand hills is certainly entertaining 


whether viewed as a farce or a tragedy. 


A Rebuke to Crime Solicitors. 


The acquittal of the Chinese charged with attempting to bribe 


a police officer is a salutary rebuke to officials who instigate and 
solicit the commission of a crime that they may make a record by 
arresting and prosecuting the perpetrator. In this particular case the 
evidence showed that the policeman had induced the Mongol to 
give him money to purchase immunity from arrest for violating a 
municipal ordinance. In other words, the officer prompted and 
encouraged the commission of a felony instead of quietly preventing 
the commission of a misdemeanor, and then appeared in court as 
the prosecutor and chief witness in. behalf of the State. The jury 
promptly acquitted the defendant, as it should have done, probably 
on the ground that the officer was the chief-offender, and that such 
prosecutions are contrary to public policy.

On general principles,' it is reprehensible td .persuade others to 


commit crime, and it is'.a ^degrading business for officers .of the law 
to engage in." That is not the. way to suppress crime or inspire re- 
spect for the law. It is :fhe business of the police to discourage and 
suppress crime, not promote and manufacture'it. The. jury displayed 
a wholesome sense of justice and fair play by refusing; to send the 
defendant to jail for doing something officers of the law had urged 
him to do. 
. 


The moral standards, of .Chinese are so different from our own, 


and their knowledge of the workings of American law are so crude 
and imperfect, that bribery to purchase immunity for acts that are 
regarded as neither unlawfulnor immoral in their own country does 
not have the same significance with them as with.us. Moreover, 
levying police blackmail on them is so common that it 
should 


occasion no surprise that a Chinese should readily accede when 
requested to pay bribe money: Bribery is almost 
universal in 


China, and in this country Chinese have, unhappily, been made too 
sensible of the wisdom of buying immunity from prosecution and 
persecution; in fact, they have frequently been persecuted as a means 
of compelling them to offer and pay bribes. Hence the Chinese ideas 
regarding our laws and the methods of enforcing them are lacking 
in distinction and true perception. To ask these people to offer a 
bribe and then drag them to jail for doing so is an outrage on every 
principle of justice, and every good .citizen should commend the 
rebuke administered in the Superior Court yesterday..
